NOVELTY - An incentive is provided to a customer during the purchase transaction if the identification received 
during the purchase of goods corresponds to the customer identification recorded during fuel purchase. The 
customer identification is recorded when the customer purchases fuel at a fuel pump. 
DESCRIPTION - The fuel pump, geographically distinct from a retailer, includes a transaction terminal for 
transacting payment for fuel. The customer is provided with an indication of a purchase incentive at the fuel pump. 
An INDEPENDENT CLAIM is also included for a computer implemented system for promoting purchases of goods 
from retailers. 

USE - Used for promoting purchases of goods from retailers. Used for automatically cross marketing and cross 
promoting, between diverse and physically separate retailers, product categories which retail customers perceive to 
be unrelated to purchases currently being made. 

ADVANTAGE - Enables enticing and inducing customers purchasing one category of product to purchase other 
products from physically separated retailers. Broadens the customer's perception of a retailer's breadth of offerings 
from physically separated locations and facilities. Provides incentives for current customers of a retailer to use other 
retail facilities operated or promoted by the retailer. 

DESCRIPTION OF DRAWINGS - The figure shows the block diagram of the interconnections between the 
components of a point of sale system in a retailer, the incentive processor and the fuel pump processor.
